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Owners face crackdown as animals left on land 

100 STRAY HORSES 
ARE ROUNDED UP

A TOTAL of 100 stray hors¬ 
es have been rounded up 
from streets across the Black 
Country over the past 12 
months. 

In the Sandwell borough 49 were 
seized from streets and fields, while 
in Dudley, 51 were taken away. 

It comes as a fresh crackdown is launched in 
Sandwell which could see owners fined up to 
£2,500 if their horses are found illegally grazing 
on open parkland and spaces in the borough. 

New anti-social behaviour laws have been 
introduced by government ministers aiming to 
tackle problems in communities. 

And councillors in the borough hope the leg¬ 
islation will help tackle the long standing issue 
of strays near homes and busy roads. They are 
keen to tackle the issue because of fears for the 
safety of residents and passing motorists. 

Over the past 12 months, 46 were removed 
from roads in the Sandwell borough, the coun¬ 
cil has said. Last month bailiffs were called in 
to remove three horses which were found graz¬ 
ing on land at Weddell Wynd in Princes End. 

There were also reports of animals being 
tethered at nearby Coneygre Park. 

Irresponsible 

Councillor Joanne Hadley, who represents 
Great Bridge, is among those to welcome the 
use of new powers. She said: “It is totally irre¬ 
sponsible to have these horses on the land and I 
fear there could be a serious accident if they get 
into the road. We are trying to regenerate these 
public spaces and we need to have something in 
place to help. 

“If these areas are thought to be problem 
areas the council could use these powers.” 

Across the border in Dudley, 51 were col¬ 
lected after police bailiffs responded to calls 
about the animals. 

Areas plagued by stray horses have included 
Fens Pool nature reserve, Pensnett, and land 
around the Russells Hall estate, Dudley. 

There have been many complaints about the 
animals on football pitches as well as planted 
and wooded areas being destroyed. 

Council chiefs spent almost £100,000 tack¬ 
ling horses grazing illegally on Dudley parks 
and nature reserves last year. 

There are currently 127 people on the wait¬ 
ing list for grazing land to put their horses in 
the Dudley borough. 

The figure has remained constant for the 
past five years. Sites are offered by the council 
on a licence agreement. They include plots in 
Stourbridge, Sedgley, Quarry Bank and Lower 
Gornal. Horses seized are rehomed.

WHEN Ethel Handley was born, George V was King, 
Herbert Asquith the prime minister and the ship RMS 
Lusitania was just weeks away from being sunk by a 
German U-boat, killing 1,198 people. 

However, the Smethwick woman is still going strong 
and has recently celebrated her 100th birthday. 

She lived with her parents Martha and George Gra¬ 
ham and five siblings in Great Arthur Street, Smeth¬ 
wick, but her father died while serving in the British 
Army at the Battle of the Somme. 

She attended Brasshouse Lane School in Smethwick 
before going on to work at the Phillips cycle factory and 
met her future husband Thomas Hadley, who lived in 
Cross Street, at a friend’s party. 

The couple married at St Stephen’s Church in 
Smethwick in April 1934, but her husband went on 
to serve with the Army in India during the Second 
World War where he was responsible for training Nep¬ 


alese Gurkhas. The great-grandmother gave birth to 
her daughter Gillian Tandy, 71, on July 5, 1943 and 
the couple set up their own green grocers business in 
Handsworth selling food to the Jamaican community, 
though they were forced to shut the shop following a 
spate of burglaries. 

Mrs Tandy said: “There is not a subject my mother 
is not interested in. 

“She has been an unbelievable lady, very strong- 
willed with all the right attitudes to life. Her longevity 
is due to the fact she has always put her family first.” 

Her family have been the main interest in her life 
and that is why she has always worked and done the 
best for her family. “She is not a quitter, she is the 
sort of person that if you knock her down she will get 
straight back up again.” 

Three years ago, she moved into the Ryland View 
Nursing Home in Arnhem Way, Tipton.

Rail line closed after 
man is killed by train 

A MAN was killed when he was hit by a 
train in the Black Country. The man was 
struck near Dudley Port station at around 
6.15am on Monday. 

Trains were suspended after the inci¬ 
dent, leading to major delays. All lines 
between Wolverhampton and Birmingham 
were blocked and there were delays for 
three hours. National Express buses and 
the Midland Metro took on rail passengers. 

A British Transport Police spokesman 
said: “The matter is not being treated as 
suspicious.”

Officers’ backing 
on flats at house 

PLANS to create five new flats in Old¬ 
bury look set to be given a green light 
after being recommended for approval 
by planning officials. 

Proposals for a single and two-storey 
rear extension and conversion of an ex¬ 
isting house in Bloxcidge Street have 
been submitted to Sandwell Council. 

And the scheme is due to be ap¬ 
proved, subject to conditions, on April 
15. A report to planners says the prop¬ 
erty is presently vacant and in a poor 
state of repair.

Homes evacuated 
after explosions 

TWO small underground explosions forced 
people to evacuate their homes in a Great 
Barr street on Tuesday at around 7.55am. 

Firefighters were called to Shady Lane 
after people reported hearing noises and 
seeing smoke coming from the pavement. 

As a precaution people were asked to 
leave their homes while firefighters inves¬ 
tigated. The explosions were caused by a 
failed joint on a cable. 

Western Power Distribution was called 
out to isolate the mains. Workers remained 
at the scene to investigate. Residents were 
able to return to their homes by around 
8.30am after the fire service’s all-clear.

150 new jobs in £5m 

revamp of retail park 


ONE of the Black Country’s big¬ 
gest retail parks will be given a 
£5 million revamp including three 
new restaurants creating around 
150 jobs. 

Quadrant Estates will give Wednes- 
bury’s Gallagher Retail Park a facelift 
to attract more shoppers to the busy 
complex. 

Bosses are already in talks with national 
restaurant chains in a bid to sign them up 
for the new units. They want to increase 
the number of people visiting the retail 
park and provide more choice for shoppers 
to encourage them to stay longer. 

It is hoped construction work on the 
new restaurants could begin in around 
six months time, if planning permission is 
approved, with the businesses set to open 
before the end of 2016. 

The plans also include changes to the 
car parks at the retail park, which is near 
junction 9 of the M6, to make it easier for 
shoppers to get around and ease conges¬ 
tion. At peak times, queues can build up 
on the site making it difficult for to drivers 
to get around. 

National 

The new restaurants will be built at the 
centre of the site, off Axletree Way, on land 
which is currently used for parking. 

They will join existing food chains in¬ 
cluding Pizza Hut, Burger King and Star- 
bucks as well as shops such as Ikea, Next, 
Decathlon and Boots. 

James Bidwell, associate director for 
Quadrant Estates said more than £5m 
would be invested. He added: “We are talk¬ 
ing to a number of a national chains about 
putting them in there. 

“This will create jobs and we hope in¬ 
crease footfall. We don’t know how many 
jobs exactly but I think three reasonable 
sized restaurants would create around 150 
full and part-time jobs. There will be other 
jobs during construction and hopefully it 
will generate extra business for other re¬ 
tailers with a ripple effect. We would hope, 
with a fair wind, that the restaurants could 
open in the second half of next year.” 

A planning application for the devel¬ 
opment has been submitted to Sandwell 
Council with a decision expected within the 
next two months.

Tragedy-hit 
family step 
onto pitch 

ALPS plane disaster victim Mar- 
tyn Matthews was honoured in 
emotional scenes at Molineux as 
Wolves fans remembered one of 
their own. 

Widow Sharon led the tributes 
to the former worker at HUF UK 
in Tipton, laying flowers in front 
of the Steve Bull Stand where he 
was a season ticket holder. 

Supporters from Wolves and 
opponents Leeds also came to¬ 
gether for an emotional minute’s 
applause at the first home game 
since the crash on Monday. 

Speaking publicly for the first 
time since her husband was 
killed, Mrs Matthews described 
her husband was a ‘very proud, 
loving, supportive father’. She re¬ 
vealed the couple were planning 
a holiday in Barcelona, which 
should have happened last week. 

Mrs Matthews was flanked by 
son Nathan and daughter Jade as 
she made her way onto the pitch 
to thunderous applause from all 
four sides of the stadium. The 
two captains laid flowers, as did 
supporters representing Wolves 
and Leeds. 

The family waved to people in 
the Steve Bull stand where Mr 
Matthews had a season ticket, 
and then looked down at the flow¬ 
ers while fans and players contin¬ 
ued to applaud them. 

Players wore black armbands 
to remember the 50-year-old, an 
avid Wolves fan for many years.

Deal aims to 
drive down 
jobless level 
across region 

NEW figures have laid bare the chal¬ 
lenging task ahead to tackle unem¬ 
ployment in a Sandwell ward recently 
awarded a slice of £5.6 million to drive 
down the numbers of jobless. 

Figures show that Princes End, in 
Tipton, has the highest proportion of 
social rented properties in Sandwell at 
42.6 per cent compared to the borough 
average of 27.4 per cent. 

Under the City Deal initiative, a 
scheme will be set up in Princes End in 
Sandwell, as well as in Bilston East, in 
Wolverhampton; Darlaston South, in 
Walsall and Kates Hill, in Dudley. 

The money is to tackle joblessness 
among 18 to 24-year-olds and help more 
residents gain skills and qualifications. 

It will be distributed to organisations 
to set up training courses to give 2,800 
disadvantaged families skills. 

Jobseekers Allowance claims in 
Princes End inTipton stand at eight per 
cent with 27.6 per cent of those aged 18 
to 24 claiming the payment. About 41 
per cent of residents have no qualifica¬ 
tions compared to the Sandwell average 
of 35 per cent. 

Darlaston South is the fifth most de¬ 
prived ward in Walsall borough. It has 
14,342 residents with 39.1 per cent of 
households in rented social housing. 

The five-year Black Country pilot pro¬ 
gramme is being led by housing provider 
the Accord Group. Accord’s City Deal 
project director Jacki Lakin said: “We 
are inviting providers to propose inno¬ 
vative solutions to meet the needs of the 
local community.”

No compulsory lay-offs 
for two years - pledge 


CASH-STRAPPED Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil has promised it will not make 
any more compulsory redundancies 
during the next two years. 

Hundreds of workers have been laid off 
by the council in recent years amid mas¬ 
sive cuts in funding from central govern¬ 
ment. But staff have now been assured 
their jobs are safe. 

Council leader Darren Cooper said previous 
job cuts had been ‘inevitable’ due to the need 
to slash staffing costs. 

But he said the new agreement would also 
save cash as well as improve morale among 
workers. The council has spent £6 million on 
redundancy pay-offs since 2013. 

The deal will see a reshuffle among staff, 
with some switching departments to areas of 
higher importance. 

There will also be a freeze on recruitment of 
‘all but essential’ workers during the two-year 
period. Chief executive Jan Britton said the 
council had moved away from the ‘boom and 
bust cycle of downsizing’. 

“In return for giving our people job security 
until March 2017, we are getting greater flex¬ 
ibility from them so that job descriptions, and 
work roles, for example, are not so prescriptive 
and can be more easily changed. 

Sense 

“Staff will be more mobile and more ready to 
switch to new roles with any necessary support 
and re-training. We can move away from the 
traditional ‘boom or bust’ cycle of downsizing, 
which often includes redundancy from posts no 
longer needed followed by recruitment to job 
roles requiring different skills. 

“Instead, we can save money by investing in 
the people we already have and re-model our 
workforce in a way that makes financial sense. 

“It’s good for staff, for residents and the 
council.” 

Council leader Darren Cooper said: “We will 
probably be one of the first councils to imple¬ 
ment such a scheme. Our staff have seen tre¬ 
mendous change over the last five years and 
we have also lost a significant number of staff 
through the redundancy process. 

“I am pretty proud of our record. We have 
only lost 69 staff through compulsory redun¬ 
dancy but given these massive cuts local gov¬ 
ernment is experiencing it is now time where 
we are able to offer some kind of stability to 
staff.”

50 staff leave in wake 
of £300m deal collapse

MORE than 50 people took 
voluntary redundancy from 
Sandwell Council following 
the collapse of a £300 mil¬ 
lion BT contract. 

The authority left its planned 
15-year partnership with BT, 
called Transform Sandwell, 
nine years early after the deal 
ended last March. 

In total 333 staff who had worked 
on the scheme had been transferred 
from BT to Sandwell Council follow¬ 
ing the end of the contract. 

Council bosses now say of these 
employees, 51 have now taken vol¬ 
untary redundancy as part of ‘inter¬ 
nal restructures’. 

The deal was signed in 2007, and 
saw the council pay a fixed £15m a 
year to BT for the management of 
services. 

These included finance, customer 
contact and communication and 
there was another element of vari¬ 
able charges for work done for third 
parties such as schools. 

Technology 

Council leader Councillor Darren 
Cooper, said that after the restruc¬ 
ture the authority had been able to 
save £500,000 a year but this could 
rise. 

“We have brought these services 
back in house now and we need to 
invest in things like Cloud technol¬ 
ogy,” he said. 

“We are already looking at sav¬ 
ings of £500,000 but this could be¬ 
come more like £2m in time.” 

Sandwell Council chief executive, 
Melanie Dudley, said: “The council 
made an agreement with BT to end 
the contract early. Details of this 
cannot be disclosed due to commer¬ 
cial confidentiality. The contract 
ended on March 31, 2014. 

“There were no redundancies as a 
direct result of employees transfer¬ 
ring back into the council. 

“These were not solely due to 
transferring back but followed full 
service reviews and reflect the coun¬ 
cil’s priority to protect frontline 
services. There have been no com¬ 
pulsory redundancies.”

A ROBBER who threatened staff at 
a Birmingham hairdressers with a 
knife before spending the takings 
he snatched on a drinking session at 
a nearby pub has been jailed for 30 
months. 

Darren Davies, aged 42, walked into 
Scissors, in Dettonford Road, Bartley 
Green, wearing a balaclava and bran¬ 
dishing a large kitchen knife. 

Staff initially thought he was a 
prankster but realised how serious 
the situation was when he demanded 
cash, including all the coins, from the 
till. 

Around two hours after the rob¬ 
bery, police were called to the nearby 
Balmoral pub following reports a man 
had been seen with a knife protrud¬ 
ing from his pocket and counting an 
amount of money. 

Davies, from Harlech Close, in 
Bartley Green, fled but officers spoke 
to other drinkers who identified him. 

He was arrested at his home and 
a search of the property uncovered 
items of clothing worn during the 
raid, including a pair of distinctive 
blue Adidas trainers. 

At a recent hearing before Birming¬ 
ham Crown Court, Davies admitted 
robbery along with a count of possess¬ 
ing a knife in public. 

Investigating officer, Dc Jon Green, 
said: “Davies admits to being a heavy 
drinker and to being drunk when he 
went into the salon. 

“However, there was a degree of 
planning, he was wearing a balaclava 
and took out the knife with the inten¬ 
tion of committing a crime.”

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Robber is 
jailed after 
violence in 
newsagents 

A ROBBER has been jailed for more 
than four years for his part in a vio¬ 
lent raid on a newsagents which left 
an employee traumatised and unable 
to be in the shop on her own. 

John Garratt and an accomplice 
stole £500 worth of cigarettes and at¬ 
tempted to steal a cash box containing 
lottery money from M&S News in Tip- 
ton after threatening the shopkeeper 
with a claw hammer and pushing her 
to the floor on November 21. 

David Bennett, prosecuting, said 
the robbery left the staff member 
‘unnerved’ and unable to work in the 
shop on her own, though she did not 
suffer any physical injuries. 

He said the woman was behind the 
counter when drug addict Garratt, 
aged 28, and his partner-in-crime ap¬ 
proached her in black facemasks. 

One of the men then raised the 
hammer above his head before at¬ 
tempting to take the cash box from 
under the counter, but was pushed 
away by the shopkeeper who called 
for help. The second male was steal¬ 
ing cigarettes from behind the coun¬ 
ter and was also pushed away by the 
employee, but retaliated by forcing 
her onto the floor. 

Members of the woman’s family 
then came out from a room at the 
back of the shop. The suspects fled 
in an Astra which was subsequently 
found abandoned nearby. 

Garratt was found to be in posses¬ 
sion of a black facemask covering sim¬ 
ilar to coverings worn by the raiders. 

Recorder Anthony Lowe sentenced 
him to four years and eight months.

Technical college in pipeline for autumn 


A MAJOR new college for 600 Black Country stu¬ 
dents is on course to be opened in September. 

The new Health Futures University Technical 
College (UTC) is set to create dozens of jobs as one 
of 13 new University Technical Colleges which are 
set to open across the country. A new principal, Rob¬ 
ert Fell, has also been appointed to run the college. 

He is currently the principal of the Landau Forte 
Academy QEMS in Tamworth. During the last three 
years he has taken the school out of Special Meas¬ 
ures and transformed it to a ‘Good’ status in all 
Ofsted categories. A 1992 graduate of mathematics 
at the University of Warwick, Mr Fell completed a 
PGCE before starting his teaching career in 1993 
as a secondary teacher of maths in Acton, London. 


He has subsequently held successful teaching 
posts in a range of schools in the West Midlands as 
he progressed into senior leadership roles. 

The college will be sponsored by both the Uni¬ 
versity of Wolverhampton and West Midlands Am¬ 
bulance Service. It will be a centre of excellence for 
those looking for careers in healthcare. 

The exact location of the college is not yet known, 
but bosses have said it would be in central West Bro¬ 
mwich. The projects have all been approved to move 
to pre-opening stage and are spread across England. 

Each will specialise in technical subjects, includ¬ 
ing engineering, digital technologies and biomedi¬ 
cal science and in total will cater for 8,000 students 
aged 14 to 19. The Health Futures UTC aims to 


address the shortage issues that are experienced 
by employers for technician and graduate entrants 
to careers in health and health sciences. Profes¬ 
sor Linda Lang, Dean of the university’s school of 
health and wellbeing, said: “The aim of the UTC 
is to help tackle the shortage of young people with 
the skills, professionalism and aspiration to meet 
the needs of employers for technician and graduate 
entrants to careers in health and health sciences.” 

Professor Geoff Layer, vice chancellor of the Uni¬ 
versity of Wolverhampton, said: “We believe that a 
close relationship between the University of Wol¬ 
verhampton and the UTC will raise aspirations of 
students to progress to higher education and also 
on to employment.”

THE family of murder victim Glynis 
Bensley have condemned the ‘coward¬ 
ly’ attackers who left their sister to die 
in the street. 

A 13-year-old boy is currently awaiting sen¬ 
tencing for the crime after becoming one of 
the youngest to be convicted of murder in the 
West Midlands. 

Miss Bensley was targeted as she walked home 
from a pub in Smethwick, she was punched in the 
head and had her face stamped on before being 
stripped of her money, mobile phone, cigarettes 
and jewellery. 

Speaking for the first time about the attack, 
brothers John and Kevin and sister Dawn said 
47-year-old Glynis was ‘in the wrong place at the 
wrong time’. They said they believed her killers 
didn’t care about what they had done and were 
‘only sorry they got caught’. 

The 13-year-old boy, who cannot be named for 
legal reasons, was found guilty of murder at Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court last month. Co-accused 
Zoheb Majid, aged 20, was convicted of manslaugh¬ 
ter and robbery. They are due to be sentenced on 
April 17. Miss Bensley was making her way home

from the Seven Stars pub in Cape Hill, when she was 
attacked in Cheshire Road and fell to the ground 
after being punched. CCTV captured the brutal at¬ 
tack, which lasted 32 seconds. 

Kevin Bensley, aged 53, said: “Glynis had walked 
down that road for 30 years and never had a prob¬ 
lem. She had lived in Smethwick all her life.” 

The siblings then told of their shock when they 
found out what had happened to their younger sis¬ 
ter. John Bensley, aged 60, said: “We couldn’t get 
over it, we didn’t realise until the next morning. It 
always happens to someone else,” Kevin added. 

For sister Dawn, the shock was perhaps the great¬ 
est. She lived with her sister in Rosefield Road and 
the two were often mistaken as twins, despite Dawn 
being nine years older. Dawn was at home when the 
attack happened, a matter of yards away, in the early 
hours of September 3 last year. “It was shocking,” 
she said. 

John added: “It opens your eyes to a different 
world. We are talking two o’clock, four o’clock in the 
morning. He went home at four o’clock in the morn¬ 
ing - that is not a normal 13-year-old. They are cow¬ 
ards, the way they did it. She was an easy target.” 


Kevin said the young age of the boy who was con¬ 
victed of murdering his sister meant little to him. 

He said: “Whether he was 13, 33, or 53, it doesn’t 
make it any easier.” 

Miss Bensley was born into a large family and was 
one of nine that grew up in the household in Wind¬ 
mill Lane, Smethwick. 

After leaving Arden Road School she worked at the 
2 Sisters factory in West Bromwich before turning 
her attention to volunteer work. She had helped out 
at the British Heart Foundation shop in Bearwood. 

She also had a spell volunteering at a care home. 

They said one of the last things she did was to help 
an elderly man onto the bus and that encapsulated 
what sort of person she was. 

The trio were speaking before a charity event or¬ 
ganised in her memory at the Hollybush pub in The 
Uplands, Smethwick. 

The men took on the women as friends competed 
in a five-a-side football match, with the proceeds 
going to Macmillan Cancer Care. 

The ladies were victorious after a penalty shoot 
out and awarded the Glynis Bensley Memorial Cup. 
The family said they were aiming to make it an an¬ 
nual event. 

John said: “People are laughing and trying to get 
on with their lives. That’s what Glynis would want.”

BLACK Country charity champ 
Dave Heeley is blazing a trail once 
more to inspire a generation, as he 
nears to the end of a gruelling 160- 
mile run through the Sahara Desert. 

Whether it is climbing soaring 590ft 
high sand dunes, battling sweltering 
120F temperatures or tucking into a 
packet of Black Country pork scratch- 
ings to keep his strength up, Dave is 
once again a superb ambassador for the 
region. 

With his last minute packing -before flying 
out to Morocco - including his trusty Black 
Country Flag, Dave has completed weeks of 
tough training in preparation for the six-day 
event. 

The father-of-three, who is a devoted Bag¬ 
gies fan, has already helped raise almost 
£20,000 for West Brom’s charity The Albion 
Foundation which supports community pro¬ 
jects including disability sport. 

The foundation established the Tri-Chal¬ 
lenge to bring in vital funds through endur¬ 
ance feats including a charity bike ride and a 
walk between schools in Sandwell. 

And now the final leg of this awe-inspiring 
challenge will take Dave, aged 57, and his two 
guides Tony Ellis and Rosemary Rhodes to the 
desert. 

He is being cheered on by his family in¬ 
cluding wife Deb, who he has been married to 
for 10 years, and daughters Grace, 24, Geor- 
gie-Lee, 13, and 11-year-old Dannie. 

Dave is carrying a locket with him contain 
silver impressions of their fingerprints to help 
remind him of them more than 1,400 miles 
away. 

After touching down in north Africa, Dave 
took a five-hour coach journey to the edge of 
the Sahara.

SCORCHING temperatures in the Sahara 
during the high season can reach up to 120F 
(49C). 

During the Marathon Des Sables a minimum 
daily intake of 2,000 calories is recommended. 
Most participants take between 3,000 to 4,000 
to compensate for daily losses. 

There are snakes in Morocco but compet¬ 
itors rarely glimpse them. Instead they may 
encounter scorpions and mosquitoes. 

Sun hats with neck covers are essential as 
well as Factor 50 sun block. 

Athletes are told to eat a breakfast each day 


and eat high-energy snacks every 20 to 30 
minutes during the race. 

At least four litres of water are available to 
drink every day with checkpoints set up to re¬ 
plenish thirsty athletes. 

People carry up to 15kgs of kit including 
their tent, cooking equipment, food and water 
during the day. 

Each days stage starts from 8am and run¬ 
ners are forced to cope with the high tempera¬ 
tures in the midday sun. 

Competitors are only told their route on the 
first day. One stage will be 50 miles-long.

Dave has had a full medical and a electro¬ 
cardiogram and was told he could encounter 
heatstroke, dehydration and bites from crea¬ 
tures like scorpions. 

His kit bag weighs around 9kgs and carries 
all his essentials. The only supplies they are 
given is four litres of fresh water each day. 

The only items he will eat each day consists 
of dried food likes noodles, fruit and even cot¬ 
tage pie and chilli con carne. 

The team have to take in a minimum of 
2,000 calories a day and athletes are instructed 
to use tablets to replace essential nutrients 
and electrolytes. 

But Dave added: “I’m also taking a Peper- 
ami and and some pork scratchings too. They 
will help with replacing salts and they are a 
treat too to keep me going.” 

Dave was born with the hereditary disease 
of the eye of Retinitis Pigmentosa which was 
diagnosed at the age of 10. The condition 
brought the gradual deterioration of his sight. 
“At the time I was diagnosed it didn’t affected 
me as maybe I didn’t really understood it. 
From 16 my sight just nosed dived. But it had 
gone by my 20s. 

“Because you get so busy and you learn to 
cope. It still staggers me that just a few years 
ago I could see. Now I can see millions and mil¬ 
lions of lights in front of me, then dull lights 
then almost a honeycomb and it is bright. 

“But it was and is still a frustration. You 
never get used to being blind but you learn 
to accept the fact that barring a miracle there 
are no worries in the world that will bring it 
back.” 

Dave said: “Eve been told the kids look up 
to me and that’s nice. If they can think ‘if that 
old codger can do it, what can we do’. I want 
them to look it that way. If that spurs them on 
then fantastic.”

ELECTION ROUND-UP 


WITHIN Sandwell there are 
four parliamentary constit¬ 
uencies and in 2010 Labour 
secured large majorities in 
three of them. 

But in Halesowen and Rowley 
Regis Tory James Morris will 
defend his seat in what should 
be a straight fight with Labour’s 
Stephanie Peacock. 

Mr Morris won the seat from La¬ 
bour in 2010 with 41.2 per cent of the 
vote. But UKIP’s Dean Perks will be 
hoping to pick up a big share of the 
vote, in an area where the party has 
been actively prominent. Candidates 
have also been campaigning on the 
demise of local pubs and the rise in 
supermarkets in their place. 

And with the £380m Midland Met¬ 
ropolitan Hospital, being given the go 
ahead there have also been calls to 
protect services at Rowley Regis Hos¬ 
pital. The constituency was formed for 
the 1997 General Election. 

The area is split with half being in 
Dudley and half in Sandwell. When Mr 
Morris was elected in 2010 it was the 
first time that any part of Sandwell 
has ever been represented by a Con¬ 
servative MP since its creation. 

Thorn 

Ms Peacock is an ex-teacher and 
union official who grew up locally. 
She is 28 and previously worked with 
former MP Sylvia Heal. 

West Bromwich East has been a 
constituency for more than 40 years 
and had a Labour MP for every one 
of them. Tom Watson, widely known 
beyond the Black Country as a thorn 
in the side of Rupert Murdoch, is once 
again the Labour candidate here. 

Ladbrokes make his chances of re¬ 
taining the seat 50/1 on. UKIP’s Steve 
Latham is considered the next most 
likely, at 12/1, while Conservative Ol¬ 
ivia Seccombe is a 50/1. The Liberal 
Democrats are cited as 100/1. 

Mr Watson has been the MP since 
2001 and last time polled 46.5 per cent 
of the vote. A major issue for residents 
have been plans to convert the iconic 
Red House in Great Barr into flats

Labour stronghold, Warley, where 
John Spellar hopes to be MP again 

and six homes. Campaigners failed 
in their bid to block the plans with 
councillors approving the application 
for the Grade II listed building in Red 
House Park, despite nearly 200 objec¬ 
tions. 

The future of the NHS is also a 
major issue with it being revealed the 
number of operations being cancelled 
at Sandwell and City hospitals hit a 
year-long high of 28 in December last 
year, but this since dropped to eight

in January. Of all the Black Country 
constituencies, Ed Miliband will feel 
he can rely on Warley being painted 
red on the post-election graphics. 

Since its creation in 1997 the seat 
has been occupied by political stal¬ 
wart John Spellar who first sat in the 
Commons back in 1982. In the past 
four general elections his majority has 
never fallen below 10,000 votes. 

He had several ministerial roles 
under Tony Blair moving from de-

fence to transport to Minister of State 
for Northern Ireland. He is also the 
current shadow minister of state for 
foreign and commonwealth affairs. 

In short, the latest Conservative 
hopeful Tom Williams has got his 
work cut out. Mr Williams says he got 
involved in politics to make a differ¬ 
ence and has developed a ‘six-point’ 
manifesto with which to fight the 
battle. There are pledges to deliver 
an ‘in-out’ referendum on Britain’s 


Adrian Bailey, who is standing for the 
West Bromwich West constituency 

membership of the EU and to secure 
investment in local jobs and skills. 

Joining the pair on the ballot paper 
is UKIP’s Pete Durnell who has lived 
in the constituency for 25 years. He 
has pointed to UKIP’s performance in 
last year council’s elections as a sign 
of their progress in the borough. 

Robert Buckman is representing 
the Greens and has pledged to reverse 
austerity measures. And Cath Smith 
is the Liberal Democrat candidate. 


The Tories stand more of a chance 
in West Bromwich West, but not by 
much. Labour’s Adrian Bailey has 
been safely installed there since a 
by-election victory in 2000. 

In 2010 the Tories cut into his ma¬ 
jority from the previous election, but 
even then victory was secured by a 
comfortable 5,651 votes. 

Mr Bailey, who is Chairman of the 
Business, Innovation and Skills Select 
Committee in Parliament, has been 
outspoken on apprenticeships. 

In recent months he has called on 
the Government to do more to encour¬ 
age smaller firms to offer opportuni¬ 
ties to youngsters. The Conservatives 
have brought in fresh-faced Paul Rat- 
ner for this year’s fight. If elected he 
has pledged to dedicate himself to rais¬ 
ing standards in secondary schools. 

He has launched a number of local 
campaigns, calling on Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil to scrap car park charges in the 
borough. 

UKIP will be represented here by 
Graham Eardley. He is a member of 
the Lichfield Diocesan Board of Pa¬ 
tronage and he has appeared on the 
BBC’s Sunday Politics. 

Mark Redding will be on the ballot 
paper for the Green party, meaning 
for the first time the party will field 
candidates in all four constituencies. 

And Anarchist group Class War will 
also have a candidate in West Brom¬ 
wich West in the form of Mark Lees. 

Despite the range of candidates, Mr 
Bailey will feel pretty confident about 
returning the seat for Labour.

Lay-offs pledge backed 


UNION bosses have wel¬ 
comed Sandwell Council’s 
pledge not to make any more 
compulsory redundancies 
during the next two years. 

Despite needing to make sav¬ 
ings of £38m by 2018, council 
chiefs have promised workers 
their jobs are safe. 

They say they want to reward staff 
for their ‘resilience and commitment’. 

Representatives from Unison, Unite 


the Union and the GMB have been in¬ 
volved in talks with the authority to 
agree the ‘jobs promise’. 

The deal will see a re-shuffle among 
staff, with some switching depart¬ 
ments to areas of higher importance. 
They will be given support and train¬ 
ing for new roles. 

There will also be a freeze on re¬ 
cruitment of ‘all but essential’ workers 
during the two-year period. 

The council will also use fewer 
agency and temporary workers. A 


statement byTony Barnsley and Sha¬ 
ron Campion, joint branch secretaries 
of Sandwell Unison, said: “For the last 
few years union representatives have 
been frustrated by the council’s failure 
to proactively avoid the need for re¬ 
dundancies to take place. We feel that 
in a number of restructures the coun¬ 
cil only gave limited effort to avoid in¬ 
dividuals being made redundant.” 

The council said the new agreement 
would also save cash as well as im¬ 
prove morale among workers.

Nloomms are looming with 
Finnish author exhibition

HER books on The Moom¬ 
ins have sold in their mil¬ 
lions and been translated 
into more than 40 languag¬ 
es around the globe. 

And the life of Finnish au¬ 
thor Tove Jansson and her 
most loved creation is the 
subject of a new exhibition in 
Sandwell. 

It will celebrate the 100th anni¬ 
versary of her birth as well as her 
characters. The display at Wednes¬ 
bury Museum and Art Gallery has 
original unseen photographs and 
material relating to the life and 
work of Jansson, who grew up in 
Helsinki, along with illustrated 
books and early first editions. 

Her enchanting world of The 
Moomins included Moomintroll, 
Moominmamma and Moomin- 
pappa - little white trolls who 
live in Moominvalley, with other 
fantastical creatures such as the 
Hattifatteners, Mymbles and 
Whompers. 

To run alongside the exhibition 
there will also be vintage editions 
of classic children’s books and per¬ 
sonal favourite books loaned by 
the community on display. 

Jansson’s first of nine Moomin 
books - The Moomins and the 
Great Flood, which she wrote 
and illustrated - was published 
in 1945. She went on to produce a 
comic strip for London’s Evening 
News newspaper in 1954 and it be¬ 


came so popular that within two 
years 120 newspapers in more 
than 20 countries around the 
world were running it. 

Jansson was born in Helsinki to 
a family of artists and her writing 
career was inspired by the beauty 
found in her home country.The 
exhibition is being brought to the 


Black Country by the Institute for 
Contemporary Art and curated by 
the Finnish Institute. 

It’s part of a number of celebra¬ 
tions taking place to mark the 
100th anniversary of Jansson’s 
birth, which have included a new 
film Moomins on the Riviera due 
to be screened later this year. 


Museum services manager Jane 
Hanney said: “Tove Jansson, an 
accomplished Finnish author and 
artist, had a life every bit as fas¬ 
cinating as her famous creations, 
The Moomins. The display draws 
an intimate portrait of the art¬ 
ist’s life on her private island in 
the archipelago of Finland, where 


she regularly spent the summer 
months and at her studio in Hel¬ 
sinki.” 

The exhibition in Wednesbury 
is called Tove Jansson: Tales from 
the Nordic Archipelago and will be 
on display until June 27. For open¬ 
ing times visit www.sandwell.gov.

Anti-social behaviour pair receive a 
three-vear ban from parts of centre 


TWO men causing anti-social behaviour in 
Oldbury have been banned from parts of the 
town centre for three years. 

Oldbury Police and Sandwell Council took Mohsin 
Hussain, aged 20, and Zafran Munir, also 20, to court 
to secure anti-social behaviour orders (ASBOs). 

Residents and businesses said they were causing persis¬ 
tent anti-social behaviour in and around the town centre, 
sometimes with other people too. 

There were reports of them smoking cannabis and drink¬ 
ing alcohol in public and acting in a threatening manner 
towards residents and businesses. 


The ASBOs, which last until 27 February 2018, ban them 
from entering an area of the town centre bordered by Old¬ 
bury Ringway, Bromford Road, Century Road and Broad- 
well Road, with the following exceptions: 

Mohsin Hussain is allowed in all of McKean Road and the 
small section of Simpson Street between McKean Road and 
the junction with Pinfold Street. 

Zafran Munir is allowed in the part of McKean Road 
between Broadwell Road and St Francis Xavier Primary 
School. Both are allowed in Church Street when visiting 
Jobcentre Plus or Sandwell Council House. 

The orders also ban them from contacting named victims 
of their behaviour, as well as associating in any public place 


in Sandwell with each other and other named people. Gary 
Bowman, service manager, said: “These orders will help 
give respite to the local community from the behaviour of 
these two men. I would urge people to report any breaches 
of these orders to police by calling 101.” 

Pc Phillip Tedstill, from Oldbury Police said: “Hussain 
and Munir have caused misery and disruption to local resi¬ 
dents and businesses for months and, despite the interven¬ 
tions of local police and the council, they have chosen to 
continue with their anti-social ways.” 

Sandwell Magistrates Court granted the orders against 
Mohsin Hussain, of McKean Road, Oldbury, and Zafran 
Munir, of West Bromwich Street, Oldbury, on February 27. 


Community garden’s 
ribbon cut after grant 

THE ribbon has been cut on a new community garden cre¬ 
ated with the help of a five-figure cash grant. 

It will open at Brasshouse Community Centre in Smeth¬ 
wick. Vegetables grown in the garden will go on to be 
served up in the cafe.

Chief executive of the North 
Smethwick Development Trust, Sue Howarth, said: “The 
community garden is the icing on the cake for the local 
area.

a glimpse.

Low influx of black 
or ethnic recruits 

HOPES that the appointment of 450 new constables to 
West Midlands Police would see more black and minority 
ethnic recruits have met with limited success. 

The fresh intake is being staggered and the first two 
groups totalling 162 offices included 13 described as Asian, 
two listed as black and seven recorded as being of mixed 
race, figures revealed this week. There were 138 white re¬ 
cruits. 

The force was specifically aiming to use the recruit¬ 
ment drive - the first in more than five years for the 
cash-strapped force - to increase the number of black and 
minority ethnic (BME) officers, as well as younger recruits, 
to better reflect the communities it serves. 

More than 20,000 people registered an interest when 
the scheme was launched last spring and the hunt to fill 
200 more of the 450 posts announced by former Police and 
Crime Commissioner Bob Jones before his death last year 
is now underway with more than 13,000 applying. 

He had to make special financial provisions to take on 
the new recruits because cash cuts have resulted in the 
force cutting 3,000 police and civilian staff since 2010, with 
up to 2,500 more forecast to go before 2020 meaning the 
overall strength is anticipated to fall by at least 5,000 to 
8,500 in a decade.

Benefits cut battle win 
may open floodgates 


A DISABLED grandfather who 
took Sandwell Council to the 
High Court over its decision to 
cut his benefits has said he was 
always confident he would win. 

He has now called on others who 
feel they were unfairly treated to do 
the same. 

A top judge ruled in favour of retired 
bus driver Michael Hardy, whose benefits 
were slashed after it was deemed his house 
was under-occupied. Mr Hardy, aged 61, 
said the council’s decision was ‘unfair’ and 
‘pointless’, given the money that had been 
spent on the High Court hearing. 

It comes as the council’s deputy leader, 
Steve Eling, criticised legal experts who ad¬ 
vised the authority to defend the case. 

Arthritis 

Mr Hardy, of Thurston Avenue, Oldbury, 
was left disabled due to serious heart prob¬ 
lems and arthritis, and lives in a specially 
adapted house with his wife, who is also 
disabled. Under the law, which has been 
dubbed the ‘bedroom tax’, the couple had 
their housing benefit cut by £25 which left 
them more than £23 a week short on their 
rent. They were told they only needed the 
one bedroom. 

But an exasperated Mr Hardy challenged 
the ruling at the High Court. 

Following his victory, he said: “I was 
a working bloke, it was only illness that 
stopped me going to work. It outraged me, 
I thought ‘that’s not fair’. It is only a box 
room, not a bedroom. I keep equipment for 
my heart in there. What was I supposed to 
do, go and live in a fiat? Every disabled per¬ 
son is different and every case is different, 
there should not be a blanket ruling.” 

Councillor Eling said he was always on 
Mr Hardy’s side and that the costly result 
meant they would not contest a similar case 
in the future: “We were told the law is this 
and we have to defend it. The implications 
of this is all councils up and down the coun¬ 
try will have to reassess these cases.”

Both men 
are described as white, one wore a 
green jacket and dark jeans and a 
baseball cap, the other man wore a 
blue zip-up jacket, dark jeans and a 
green T-shirt. 

The attack happened on Febru¬ 
ary 8 between 5 and 5.30pm. Any¬ 
one who recognises the men should 
call Det Con Sims on 101.

Between the two reports on railway cutbacks, the West 
Midlands was hit as hard as anywhere 


Dr Beeching had been tasked with making savings and the axing of several 
lines made him unpopular with rail enthusiasts 


Why cutbacks put Dr Beeching on the 
wrong track with the rail enthusiasts 


DR Richard Beeching has a bad rep¬ 
utation among rail enthusiasts. His 
name has become a dirty word. 

On the back of his 1963 report ‘The Re¬ 
shaping of British Railways”, more com¬ 
monly known as the Beeching report, the 
government ripped up around a third of 
the national’s rail tracks. 

It was a move which devastated the network, 
costing 67,000 people their jobs and closing 
2,363 railway stations in the process. But much 
less widely known is Beeching’s second report, 
which marks its 50th anniversary in 2015. Just 
don’t expect to see rail enthusiasts celebrating. 

Entitled ‘The Development of the Major Rail¬ 
way Trunk Routes’ the report cemented much 
of what had been achieved by the earlier pub¬ 
lication and further concentrated future plans 
for the network around a handful of main lines. 

Between the two reports, the West Midlands 
was hit as hard as anywhere. 

Dr Beeching had been tasked with making 
savings.

British Rail was losing £140 million a year

when he took over as chairman of the British 
Transport Commission in 1961. 

His strategy was to implement wholesale 
route closures in an attempt to concentrate 
resources on the core routes and close down 
those sections which were losing money. 

Inevitable 

So in the West Midlands, some of the clo¬ 
sures were inevitable. It emerged from Dr 
Beeching’s studies that the Windmill End 
station, just outside Dudley, had been used by 
just one passenger a day, and it was surely lit¬ 
tle wonder that the town’s three-mile Bumble 
Hole line was to close. But Beeching did not 
stop there. 

While most people expected that some of the 
smaller towns would lose their rail links, he 
proposed the closure of all passenger services 
to Dudley and Walsall. 


Dudley was one of the biggest communities 
in the country to be hit when its station at the 
bottom of Castle Hill was closed in July 1964. 

Walsall station managed to avoid the full 
force of the axe, but had its services drastically 
reduced with just one line being retained to 
Birmingham New Street. Cannock, Aldridge 
and Wednesbury would also lose their stations, 
along with Darlaston, West Bromwich and Great 
Bridge. 

Across the country 4,500 miles of railway 
tracks were put out of use. In their place motor¬ 
ways were being built at a rapid rate and the car 
was seen as the future. 

No longer would rural areas have immediate 
access to the rail network. In many places re¬ 
placement bus services were established, but few 
stood the test of time. 

It is often argued Dr Beeching took a nar¬ 
row-minded view of how money was generated 
on the rail network. 

David Williams, editor of the Severn Valley 
Railway News, explains: “His remit was to re¬ 
duce the deficit that the railways had at that 
time,” he said. “It has been said since that what 


he did was to cut off the bits around the core of 
the network. 

“The trouble was that those fed into the main 
system. What Beeching didn’t take into account 
was just that. 

“He had got a scientific background and not a 
background in the railways. He considered the 
lines and stations independently not the cumu¬ 
lative affect his measures would have. His view 
was a very narrow one.” 

The second Beeching report concentrated on 
stimulating traffic on the core routes. Rather 
than branch line closures it set out which sec¬ 
tions of the main line would be developed, and 
which would not. 

Dr Beeching felt the “bloated” network was a 
legacy from the private foundations of the rail¬ 
ways that was no longer cost-effective. 

His conclusion was that of 7,500 miles of 
‘trunk’ railway only 3,000 miles “should be se¬ 
lected for future development” and invested in. 

It resulted in traffic being routed along nine 
lines. 

Dr Beeching estimated it would save between 
£50-£100m.

OPENING with the menac¬ 
ing title track, yells of ‘get 
down’ fused with a cacoph¬ 
ony of video game noise and 
pounding beats — The Prod¬ 
igy are back and plan to take 
no prisoners with The Day Is 
My Enemy, on their Take Me 
To The Hospital label. 

The electro-dance punks are straight 
into Firestarter territory as Keith Flint 
snarls and spits his Larndarn accented 
lyrics on Nasty before unleashing the 
exhilarating drum ‘n’ bass of Rebel Ra¬ 
dio. Sleaford Mods guest on Ibiza (or 
l-beef-ya) in a whirl of expletives and 
tracks with titles like Destroy, Rhythm 
Bomb, Rok-Weiler, Get Your Fight On 
and Wall Of Death are about a subtle as 
a drunken night out with Danny Dyer. 
Best of all is Wild Frontier, a Super 
Mario smackdown of chants, electron¬ 
ics and crashing beats. 

Expect The Prodigy’s sold out show 
at Birmingham 02 Academy on May 
7 to be an intense high-energy expe¬ 
rience. 

Paul Simon is without doubt one of 
the finest songwriters of the past 50 
years and The Ultimate Collection: 
Paul Simon lives up to its title with a 
19-track selection of greatest hits. 

This value-for-money Sony compi¬ 
lation mixes up the music from three 
distinct periods of his career. There is 
his 1960s collaboration with singer Art 
Garfunkel on such classics as Bridge 
Over Troubled Water, The Boxer, Mrs

there his solo career with his 1970s hits 
Cecilia, Me & Julio Down by the School 
Yard, Slip Slidin’ Away and the reg¬ 
gae-flavoured Mother & Child Reunion.

Teeth and Best Years. 

Circa Waves play The Library venue 
at The Institute in Digbeth on Tuesday. 

Soulful, sad songs from a young 
singer-songwriter from London fill 
Elsewhere, the debut by 22-year-old 
Denai Moore. 


Released through Because Music, 
Elsewhere has been given an an urban 
nocturnal vibe by producer Rodaidh 
McDonald (who has produced The XX 
and Adele), with tinkling piano, echo 
and atmospherics. Moore has a strong 
voice but her melancholy R&B gets 
stuck in one low gear. 

John Bramwell is one of the UK’s fin¬ 
est songwriters and with a Mancunian 
drawl to match his world-weary mus- 
ings, his songs often find him patch¬ 
ing up a broken heart in a bar. Kindred 
spirit Guy Garvey has long champi¬ 
oned BramweN’s group I Am Kloot and 
this exceptional double set Hold Back 
The Night: I Am Kloot Live (via Walk 
Tall Recordings/PIAS) is a good way 
to catch up with Britain’s best barely 
known band. 

Ghostpoet raps/recites over atmos¬ 
pheric grooves created from beats, 
fuzzy guitar and keyboard flourishes on 
his third album Shedding Skin (via Play 
It Again Sam). His unique vocal style is 
somewhere between Lou Reed, Mark 
E Smith and Gil Scott-Heron. There is 
a simmering tension that threatens to 
boil over on Better Not Butter.

Since 2007, it’s featured in the Good Pub 
Guide, winning its County Dining Pub of 
the Year more times than any restaurant 
ought. 

It’s a perennial feature of the AA Pub 
Guide, it never misses a spot in the Good 
Beer Guide, Alastair Sawday rates it as 
though it had some sort of divine right and 
even Michelin has included it in its listing 
for the UK’s best pubs. 

They say that when you find a success¬ 
ful recipe, you ought to bottle it. Not that 
that advice has reached The Fox. They tend

to bottle ales, fine wines and a deliciously 
fruity juice called Bumbleberry. Recipes are 
saved for the kitchen. 

The Fox is part of the Brunning and Price 
group, which also owns The Armoury, in 
Shrewsbury. It’s one of the region’s finest 
pub groups, coupling decent, generous¬ 
ly-portioned food at affordable prices and 
an impressive selection of drinks with good 
standards of service. The quality of both 
food and service at The Fox is resolutely 
high. 

It’s been the foodie equivalent of some 
sort of 21st century winning machine, 
notching up success after success as it con¬ 
tinues to out-gun, out-run and out-strip the 
competition. 

I’m not convinced with the Good Pub 
Guide’s adjudication that it’s the very best 


dining pub in Shropshire - I can think of 
others where food is of a higher quality - 
but it certainly deserves its recognition. It 
is undoubtedly one of the very best. 

The Fox is a large Edwardian-style pub 
with a mix of quiet nooks and crannies, 
bright sunny rooms and a busy central bar. 

During weekends, high days and holi¬ 
days, its largest vaulted room leads out onto 
a south-facing terrace, with views over the 
gently-rolling countryside and wooded hills 
beyond. 

Strengths 

When my friend and I visited, our 
thoughts couldn’t have been further from 
al fresco dining on summery afternoons. 
We met for dinner a deux on a decidedly 
chilly evening, when the wind was blowing 
a hooley. 

One of the key strengths of The Fox is its 


staff. Overwhelmingly well-mannered and 
polite, they are well-drilled and pay atten¬ 
tion to detail at all times. Despite the invar¬ 
iable rush at the bar, they remain relatively 
unflustered and their youthful exuberance 
and energy transmits itself to diners. 

It’s a classy operation. But the food is 
my favourite part. And on my most recent 
visit, it didn’t disappoint. The Fox isn’t at 
the standards of, say, a Michelin Bib Gour¬ 
mand venue. Nor is it particularly finessed. 
It does, however, offer an innovative and 
creative selection of seasonal food at rea¬ 
sonable prices. 

It’s no surprise that The Fox notches 
up accolades like a lothario adding notches 
to a bedpost. It consistently achieves high 
standards, provides a great environment for 
meeting-and-eating and a menu that offers 
more than same-same-staples like fish-and- 
chips, or lasagne with garlic bread.

The day of execution 
arrives for Tommy 


o far, 2015 is shaping up to be 
a good year for period 
dramas, whether it’s BBC 
Two’s prestigious adaptation of Wolf 
Hall, or viewers swooning over the 
shirtless scything action in Poldark. 

Banished, which follows the first 
prisoners sent to Australia in 1788 
and their battle to survive, hasn’t 
made quite so many headlines. 
However, as we reach the final 
episode this week, it has offered 
plenty of drama and, as you’d 
expect given its premise and the 
fact that it was written by Cracker 
creator Jimmy McGovern, plenty of 
grit. 

Actor Julian Rhind-Tutt, who stars 
as convict Tommy Barrett, certainly 
seems glad that Banished hasn’t 
gone in for the pristine costumes 
and sweeping romance of some 
other dramas - for a start, it meant 
he was cast again type. 

He’s explains: “It was a very 
interesting opportunity to play a 
convict. Tommy is more of a manly 
man than any role I’ve had the 
chance to play recently. I’ve been 
playing aristocratic people, 


politicians, advisors, people like that. 
But Sita [Williams], our producer 
who I worked with 15 years ago 
kindly remembered that there are 
other areas that we might like to 
explore, and so she thought it would 
be interesting for me to have a look 
at Tommy Barrett.” 

In fact it seems just being on the 
set was an education: “I read that 
they sent these 700-odd people and 
300 soldiers out to Australia with 
only six scythes. And with that they 
were expected to start their own 
agricultural community. There is, of 
course, a valid historical opinion that 
the authorities didn’t really care that 
much about what happened to 
them. 

“But what struck me most often as 
I stood on the set - surrounded by 
only a small collection of tawdry 
canvas tents and the most basic 
amenities to survive - was how 
swiftly and miraculously today’s 
modern metropolis of Sydney has 
evolved.” 

Rhind-Tutt even picked up a few 
new survival skills of his own to put 
on his CV. He says: ‘To a full driving 


licence and scuba diving I’ll be 
adding ‘axe work’ - I had excellent 
training from some real Australian 
men, and I can now split kindling 
wood with some degree of efficiency. 

“I can also say I have worked with 
leeches. It’s the moment where they 
actually suck the blood and engorge 
themselves that you have to get 
over psychologically, but I tried it in 
good heart as part of our many 
adventures there.” 

But will he get to put those skills to 
use if Banished comes back for a 
second series? 

It’s not looking promising, as 
Tommy shares a tender embrace 
with his wife Elizabeth on the 
morning of his hanging. They are 
aware it could be their last moments 
together, but not everyone is ready 
to give up hope, as James Freeman 
pleads with the Governor to spare 
his friend’s life, and the Reverend 
Johnson prevails upon Private 
Buckley to forgive his attacker. 
However, it’s Spragg who’s taking 
the most direct action as he fires up 
the convicts to make it clear how 
they feel about the execution...

DRIVETIME 


Autonomous 
driving now 
even closer 

By James Parker 

Autonomous driving has been much in 

the news recently but it’s nothing new - 
Mercedes-Benz have been developing it for 
years. 

The marque has demonstrated a commitment to 
autonomous driving for 30 years and now an auton¬ 
omous future is closer than it has ever been before 
with a range of semi-autonomous technology availa¬ 
ble across the line-up. 

This semi-autonomous technology - under the ban¬ 
ner ‘Intelligent Drive’ - is available across the range from 
C-Class to S-Class. 

Examples include DISTRONIC PLUS with Steering Assist 
and Stop&Go Pilot - the vehicle automatically brakes and 
accelerates based on the car in front and can even follow 
the car ahead without any steering input from the driver, 
whilst Active Parking Assist with PARKTRONIC helps detect 
suitable parking spaces and can automatically manoeuvre 
the vehicle into the space. 

While this technology brings Mercedes one step closer 
to an autonomous future this mobility revolution has to take 
place in a series of steps. 

Despite this Mercedes-Benz has demonstrated auton¬ 
omous driving capabilities since 1985 with the EURE- 
KA-PROMETHEUS research project, S 500 INTELLIGENT 
DRIVE and F 015 Luxury in Motion. 

1985 

Daimler-Benz and a group of European Manufacturers 
kick-started the research into autonomous cars with the 
EUREKA-PROMETHEUS research project (Project for Eu¬ 
ropean Traffic with Highest Efficiency and Unprecedented 
Safety). 

The project - over an eight-year period - addressed is¬ 
sues surrounding the future of mobility and suggested 
ways to improve vehicle safety, efficiency and traffic flow. 
The result was the VITA-vehicle (Vision Technology Applica¬ 
tion) which used miniature video cameras behind the front 
and rear windscreens to capture the traffic around the vehi¬ 
cle enabling it to brake, accelerate and steer accordingly. 
The origins of a broad range of innovations, such as lane- 
change, parking assistance and navigation systems can all 
be traced back to this research project. 

1995 

An S-Class prototype test vehicle -equipped with an early 
supercomputer - travelled from Munich to Copenhagen al¬ 
most entirely autonomously on motorways and was able to 
change lanes, overtake and keep a safe distance from the 
vehicle ahead. 

As a result of this prototype in 1998 Distronic adaptive 
cruise control entered production in the S-Class. From this 
technology Mercedes-Benz was able to develop a succes¬ 
sion of assistance systems capable of detecting hazardous 
situations, warning the driver and intervening. 

2010 

A broad range of driver assistance system were intro¬ 
duced in 2010 - now under the banner ‘Intelligent Drive’ 
- enabling vehicles to detect many hazardous situations 
and react as the situation demands. This includes; Collision 
Prevention Assist - standard across the range, Active Blind 
Spot Assist - the system detects a vehicle in the driver’s 
blind spot and, by means of one-sided braking can reduce 
the risk of collision, Active Lane Keeping Assist - which 
works with ESP to pull the vehicle back into its lane if the 
driver unintentionally crosses the lane marking and Active 
Parking Assist - which uses electromechanical direct steer¬ 
ing to navigate the vehicle into a parking space. 

2013 

In 2013, Mercedes-Benz demonstrated that autonomous 
driving is already possible, even in complex traffic. The 
close-to-production Mercedes-Benz S 500 INTELLIGENT 
DRIVE completed a 62-mile journey from Mannheim to 
Pforzheim fully autonomously using production-based sen¬ 
sors - following the route taken in 1888 by Bertha Benz on 
the first ever long-distance car journey. 

2015 

With the F 015 Luxury in Motion (Pictured above in San 
Fransico), Mercedes-Benz demonstrates what form ‘Intelli¬ 
gent Drive’ might take in the future. 

The car’s role is evolving from merely a means of trans¬ 
port towards a comfortable place for passengers to utilise 
their new-found free time. The electric-hybrid system has a 
total range of 684-miles and can operate in manual or au¬ 
tonomous modes. 

The driver is connected to the outside world via a choice 
of six screens integrated throughout the interior, controlled 
via eye-tracking, gesture recognition or touch. This auton¬ 
omous concept car is based on a future scenario - ‘Vision 
2030+’ - where the already limited space in today’s cities 
becomes more restricted and autonomous driving is social¬ 
ly accepted. 

A major part of everyday trips will be covered in auton¬ 
omous mode - creating a new driving culture - freeing up 
time for the driver and creating a retreat for passengers.

Sure-footed 
when going 
gets tough

SEAT’S latest model is certainly different: it’s 
the first car I’ve ever driven that’s fitted with 
an altimeter! 

Another gadget for drivers, or an indication that the 
Spanish company is currently one of the real high-fli¬ 
ers in the car world? 

Its UK sales were up 18 per cent last year - well above the 
national average - thanks in no small part to the much-ad¬ 
mired Leon. 

The family hatchback was joined last year by the sporting 
Cupra then the ST compact estate and sales really took off. 

Now there’s another new version, the X-Perience: a ‘life¬ 
style’ estate based on the ST but with the addition of the VW 
Group’s proven Haldex four-wheel drive system. 

It also heralds the launch next year of a new to SEAT 
range of SUVs, due to arrive here next year, which are likely 
to be based on similar underpinnings. 

The altimeter, of course, is a bit of a gimmick. It’s part of 
a digital display which pops up on the Satnav screen, along 
with a compass, when you venture off-road where there are 
no roads to display. 

Since the ST is already a popular model, things are 
looking good for SEAT’S dealers as there is not too much 
competition in this particular class. One of those rivals, for 
example, is available only with a 2.5 litre petrol engine (and 
costs more) while the X-Perience comes with a choice of two 
economical diesels. Both are 2.0 litre turbocharged units, a 
150PS version with six-speed manual gearbox and the up¬ 
rated 184PS engine reserved for cars with the VW Group’s 
brilliant DSG automatic/manual transmission. 

There are two trim levels, with prices ranging from £24,385 
to £28,870. 

While it is a 4x4, the X-Perience isn’t designed as a serious 
mud-plugger but more of a softroader, intended for those 
who’s work or play requires the occasional off-road foray 
such as forestry tracks. 

Recognising that, it has 15mm extra ground clearance 
over the standard ST but the ‘4Drive’ system as SEAT calls 
it is the latest incarnation of the Haldex system which is en¬ 
tirely automatic and helps to keep you safe on road in all 
types of weather. 

Essentially all the power goes to the front wheels in nor¬ 
mal conditions but under heavy load, or in slippery condi¬ 
tions such as mud, gravel, ice and snow, up to 50 per cent 
of the torque is transferred to the rear. Then the dynamic 
stability and traction control decide whether there is more 
grip under the left or right wheels. You can actually feel it in 
action on the loose surface of the forest tracks, pushing the 
car round the corners to counteract understeer. 

SEAT’S engineers have found a good compromise with 
the suspension and damping, so while the car feels quite 
dynamic on twisty B-roads you don’t get your teeth rattled 
when you do venture onto the rough stuff. Both engines 
are quiet, too. Despite their differences in output, though, 
both are capable of averaging 57.6mpg with a C02 rating 
of 129g/km. 

The 150PS version is pretty quick, tackling the 0 to 62mph 
dash in 8.7 seconds while the uprated version with the DSG 
gearbox is even quicker, at an impressive 7.1 seconds. 

The DSG, dual clutch transmission is a fast and ‘intelli¬ 
gent’ way of changing gears which, in my opinion, is supe¬ 
rior to older torque converter autos - the figures illustrate 
that - and for enthusiastic drivers also allows for ultra quick 
manual changes, using ‘paddles’ behind the steering wheel. 

The combination of higher powered engine and DSG 
adds around £2,500 to the showroom price, which might 
seem quite a jump but it also comes in the model with the 
highest standard equipment levels 

Like the award-winning family hatchback, on which it is 
based, it has plenty of room for five but with the addition of a 
rear cargo area for extra versatility. It holds at impressive 587 
litres of luggage with five on board - more than many big 
saloons - extending to 1,470 litres with all three rear seats 
folded flat. Roof rails add to its load-carrying ability. 

As the new X-Perience sits alongside the sporty Cupra as 
the flagship of the Leon range, equipment levels are impres¬ 
sive, too. Alloy wheels, cruise control, climate control, tinted 
rear windows, touch screen infotainment system and rear 
parking sensors are standard, as well as all the usual items 
such as electric windows and mirrors. 

For safety there are seven airbags and a full range of 
electronic stability and traction systems, plus an electronic 
differential lock and ‘hill hold’ control. 

The higher grade, dubbed SE Technology, gets bigger al¬ 
loys, additions to the infotainment package including touch 
screen controls, DAB radio plus satnav, LED headlights, 18- 
inch alloys, and front sports seats in alcantara and leather, 

And, oh be joyful, there’s a real spare wheel. Those of you 
who have had a puncture and whose car is supplied with a 
foam inflator kits instead of a spare will know what I mean. 

The interior of the X-Perience is a relaxing place to be. 
Roomy, quiet and comfortable with easy performance will 
be features familiar to anyone who has driven the hugely 
popular hatchback, but with the extra versatility of an estate 
which will add to the appeal for family or business users. 

But it also adds the reassurance of a proven four wheel 
drive system which adds little weight and doesn’t sap per¬ 
formance for those times when the going gets tough, wheth¬ 
er it’s winter weather, a muddy camp site or gymkhana field.

Irvine still 
sore over 
his Albion 
dismissal 

ALAN IRVINE admits he is still 
sore about his Albion sacking - 
and claims several players have 
admitted they let him down. 

In his first interview since leav¬ 
ing The Hawthorns in December, 
the 56-year-old Scot revealed he 
has since been contacted by sev¬ 
eral members of the Baggies play¬ 
ing staff. 

But Irvine, who was dismissed 
after just six months in charge, in¬ 
sists he feels no bitterness toward 
them. 

“I think some of the players feel 
they let me down, which is some¬ 
thing a number of them have said 
to me,” he said. “But they didn’t 
mean to let me down. 

“They were great to work with 
and I certainly can’t blame the 
players.

“So I’m still sore about it but 
I understand that is the way foot¬ 
ball can operate. 

“Obviously I hoped to be given 
the time to change things around 
and influence things but I also un¬ 
derstand nowadays people want 
instant results. 

“One of the disappointing things 
was I didn’t get the opportunity to 
go in and thank the players and 
staff in person.”

Supporters are being urged to 
arrive early to take part in a “ret¬ 
ro-themed” build-up ahead of kick¬ 
off, with the teams also walking out 
to different music. 


Albion’s players will wear replica 
kits from the 1968 FA Cup final - 
Astle’s finest hour - as they take on 
the Foxes. 

It is only the second time the Pre¬ 
mier League has sanctioned a one- 
off change - the other being when 
Man Utd wore them on the 50th 
anniversary of the Munich Air Dis¬ 
aster. 

Outfield players shirts will be 
numbered two to 11 - while a blank 
goalkeeper top will be used to match 
that worn by John Osborne. 


Meanwhile, a host of Astle’s for¬ 
mer team-mates from the 1968 final 
will be present to share in what 
could be an emotionally-charged 
day. 

The latest Baggies Cup winner to 
be confirmed is defender John Tal- 
but, who will defy ill health to make 
a rare return to the Hawthorns, 
after the club paid for he and wife 
Ena to travel from their home in 
Belgium.

CHRISTIAN BENTEKE’S hat-trick 
rescued a crucial point for Villa in a 
thrilling 3-3 draw with relegation ri¬ 
vals QPR. 

The striker levelled to complete his tre¬ 
ble with just seven minutes left after QPR 
looked to have done enough to climb out of 
the bottom three and leapfrog Villa. 

Clint Hill and Charlie Austin had fired Rang¬ 
ers 3-2 ahead after the break following Benteke’s 
first-half double. 

He had cancelled out Matt Phillips’ opener but 
the draw did little for either side’s survival hopes. 

Villa moved three points clear of the Premier 
League relegation zone while Rangers climbed to 
third bottom, still two points from safety. 

Jack Grealish made his first league start for 
Villa as the fit-again Ron Vlaar and Tom Clev- 
erley returned along with Leandro Bacuna and 
Kieran Richardson. 

QPR’s Eduardo Vargas, out for the season with 
a knee injury, and Yun Suk-young, sidelined with 
a head injury, were replaced by Niko Kranjcar 
and Hill. 

Breathless 

Villa boss Tim Sherwood had predicted a full- 
blooded attacking game and Rangers, lifted by 
their second away win of the season at Albion on 
Saturday, fulfilled their part in a breathless first 
half by opening the scoring after seven minutes. 

Austin’s cross was not cleared and Bobby Zam¬ 
ora picked up the pieces to centre for Phillips to 
nod in unmarked from six yards. 

Yet Villa levelled just 151 seconds later when 
Fabian Delph played in Benteke and the striker 
was given too much time to cut in from the left 
and his shot deflected off Steven Caulker and past 
Rob Green. 

The keeper then gathered Grealish’s free-kick 
as the game reached breakneck speed before the 
youngster wasted a glorious chance on 16 min¬ 
utes. 

Benteke was set free on the left and when 
Caulker failed to deal with the cross, Green saved 
at the feet of Grealish. 

Villa had recovered from the early setback and 
were now well on top and Sandro blocked Vlaar’s 
stinging volley. But they completed their first- 


half comeback when Benteke grabbed his second after 
33 minutes. 

Carlos Sanchez’s tackle on the edge of his own box 
fell to Gabby Agbonlahor to send Benteke clear. 

The striker still had to run the length of the half but 
he cut inside Hill and sent Green the wrong way with 
a magnificently composed finish from 16 yards. 

Agbonlahor then glanced a header inches wide as 
Villa looked for a killer third but it never came and 


they paid the price 10 minutes after the break. Rang¬ 
ers’ Hill headed in his first Premier League goal from 
Phillips’ corner after out-muscling Ciaran Clark. 

The teams looked to be running out of steam before 
conjuring an epic finale when Austin edged Rangers 
ahead with 12 minutes remaining. 

But Benteke clawed Villa back again five minutes 
later when he curled in a 25-yard free-kick off the post. 


Berahino 
‘shows 
quotas are 
not the way’ 

ALBION boss Tony Pulis says Sai- 
do Berahino is proof that top Eng¬ 
lish youngsters can break through 
in the Premier League without 
Greg Dyke’s quota plans. 

The Baggies head coach has hit 
back at the FA chairman’s pro¬ 
posals to increase the mandatory 
number of ‘home-grown’ players in 
top-flight squads from eight to 12. 

And Pulis has highlighted Al¬ 
bion’s leading scorer Berahino as 
proof the best young English play¬ 
ers can already make their mark in 
first-team football. 

Berahino, who was raised in Bir¬ 
mingham and schooled at the Bag¬ 
gies academy, has scored 17 times 
in 37 Premier League starts and 
this season earned his first call-up 
to the full England squad. 

“Saido has been at the club from 
12 onwards and to have a local lad 
come through your system and 
playing in your first team is great, 
especially at this level,” said Pulis. 

“It’s such a great league because 
it’s a world league and we’ve got to 
find ways of bringing English play¬ 
ers through, not watering it down. 

“We’ve actually got to try to 
make it better and to do that we’ve 
got to find ways to improve our 
players. 

“Saido is a fantastic example of 
the base of everything you should 
work on. 

“He’s good enough so he plays. 
He doesn’t play just because he’s 
English, he plays because he’s good 
enough.” 

Dyke is keen to push through 
plans to tighten work permit crite¬ 
ria to limit the number of non-EU 
players in England, increasing op¬ 
portunities for home-grown talent. 

But Pulis is unimpressed by the 
plan.
